The grand agzregate, of
course, (g approximately known, With-
in the Union linee the records of denths
were so gystematically Kept and flled
from time to time in the War depart=
ment, there preserved, and subseguent-
he brought together and collated so
carcefully that the agarogate number is
now settled as neur a8 it possibly ever
can be settlod.

SBOUTHERN PRISON PENS,

At SBallshury, N, C., for instance, one
af the leading and oldest of the Con-
federate prisons, the dead were huried
in tiers, sometimes two, three, and fouy
deep, averaging 240 feet in length, No
headboards or other morks of dentifi-
cation were set up; no record of the
namesg of the dead seems (o hive boen
Kept—at  all events, none has  boeen
found: no coffing or hoxes wepre used;
the miserable hodies, Incased in their
own squalid rags, were bundled into
the trench in the most expeditous man-
ner, glde by side, in a row 240 feet long,
over which a thin coating of dirt wus
spread; then another tier of dead wis
put down on top of this bottorm layer
of bodies, until the receptacle was full,
when another trench was opencd.,  The
hodles In these trenches hlave never
been exhumed and counted, and in the
ahsence of official lists it thus happens
that no exact knowledge of the number
of Unlon dead buried at Salishury is
ohtainable. Testimony elicited during
the teinl of Major Geo, the lagt Confel-
erate oflicer In charge of this prison,
Indlented that as many as 10,0000 gol-
diers might bw burled In these trenches,
perhaps some of whom were Confeders
ates, and others, again, palitien] priss
orers and nondeseripts, Oflcers of the
United Buites quartermaster's dopart-
ment, sent o Ballsbury  immediately
after the war to put this burial place
in order, aflter a cogvful examination
of all sources of information, estimated
the number av 12012 This flgure has
been strenuously disputed. It seoms
prabable that the true number lles be-
tween T000 and 12110, donlnless more
thitnn the first and considerably less
than the last

GETTING AT THE FACTE

These facts conccrning the Sallebury
prison alone mugl prove to any un-
blaged mind how indefinite and une
certain the vriglnal statements put out
of the deaths of Union soldiers In
Bouthern prizons must hiave been, and
necessarily from the very Insail-
clent data upon which they were baisod,
Ho long as thirty-twoe years ago an
offlcial statement of them was made
very hastily by Becretury Btanton, fix-
ing the aggregate at 20,328, These were
the then ascertained deatks by names
from army rolls, ralls of honor, prison
rollg, ete, but this aggregate sum 414
not Include the unknown estimated
dead, which at that tlhve swelled the
known st to more than 26,000 men,

But aside from all estimates, the
recards of the War devartment now
bear upward of 30,000 specifle namen of
soldiers who dled In Southern prisons.
